The law has steadi­ 
ly grown in favor, and doling the last 
two years hasbeen nearly as well enforc­ 
ed in m ntty couutits of the state as any 
other law. There if, in Iced, every rea­ 
son to believe that in these uiuety coon­ 
ties it is better enforced than any license 
law was ever enforced in Iowa, and even 
letter than any high license law is now 
enforced in another state in the Umor. 
The reports from the states which have 
license laws boar mo one iu this asser­ 
tion. 
So far aa the snppresson of the liquor 
tre Hic in Iowa is concerned, the Gazette 
end or tea the words of the ex-go Vernor. 
B at Governor Larrabee, like a gre&t 
many other mer, who cannot look on ba 
one side cf a question, says in the same 
message: 
“ But if we must have the saloon, why 
plaoeah u h tax upon-it? 
We might aa 
well tax the gamb'iag hoase and th# 
brothel. It is the t leary of oar law to 
tax property for the rapport of the gov­ 
ernment. 
The saloon tax. however, la 
as a rule, not paid by the owners of 
large property, bat by people of email 
means. Is it the standard of Iowa man- I 
hood to rob women and children i f I e 
earn in ga cf their hnsbauds and fathers 
f jr the purpose c f relieving property- 
owaera of the payment of legitimate 
taxes ? ’ 
Ex Governor Larrabee is one t f the 
hot-headed, nnreasonable men, who be­ 
lieve in free whisky rather thau taxation 
and restriction. It is that kipd of a pol­ 
icy—a 
policy npock which the third 
party is fonndtd, that demoralizes the 
temperance question and makes matters 
worse instead ct better.

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Chicago W ill Not Oppose the Change o f 
Date—Other News from Wash­ 
ington. 


W a s h in g t o n , 
March 4 .—It 
seems 
probable that the exposition will be 
postponed until 1993. 
The Chicago rep­ 
resentatives will not suggest the post­ 
ponement, nor will they object to IL 
They will leave the question to be de­ 
cided by the Senate and House of Rep­ 
resentatives and will abstain from the 
discussion of the subject or attempting 
to influence the decision in any way. 
If 
Congress decides to have the fair in 1892 
they will say that the people of Chicago 
will do their best to make a success of it 
that will be a credit to the entire country. 
lf a postponement to 1893 is thought ad­ 
visable, they will announce that the 
managers of the fair will make good use 
of the additional time 
Tho sentiment 
in the Senate is apparently in favor of 
1893, and lf the House does not change 
the date the bill will be amended when 
it reaches that body. 
There is an especial reason why tho ex­ 
position should be made as far as possi­ 
ble a national affair, for even with the 
authority of the general government it 
will be difficult to securo exhibits from 
some of the most important cities in 
Europe. 
The cause lies in the fact that 
the affairs of the New Orleans exhibit 
have not yet been satisfactorily settled. 
The government, through its Consuls in 
all parts of the earth, invited foreign 
manufacturers to send over their pro­ 
ducts for exhibition, wl-h the under­ 
standing that they should receive the 
best of care, be returned in good order 
at the closo of the exhibition, unless 
they should he sold, when the proceeds, 
less tho custom duties, were to be for­ 
warded to the exhibitors. 
That exposition, as will be remem­ 
bered, broke up in confusion, and all the 
foreign exhibits were dumped bito rail­ 
way cars and brought to the Smith­ 
sonian institute at Washington. 
In the 
transfer many of the marks were lost, 
and tho ownership cannot be identified. 
The officials of the State department 
and tho national museum have done 
their best to return the borrowed arti­ 
cles, but'there are a large number of 
consuls appealing to the department for 
exhibits which were obtained and for­ 
warded. 


WHAT 
IT 
MEANS 
FOR THE WEST. 


KoginMr Cowden on the Effect of Deepen- 
li.jt tho Lower MUsbulppl. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 4.—In a memo­ 
rial to the Senate by John Cowden of 
New Orleans, relating to the improve­ 
ment of the lower Mississippi channel, 
this noted engineer says: 
“The deep­ 
ened rivers and gateway to the ocean 
will soon necessitate the enlargement of 
the Chicago and Illinois canal to 25 feet 
by 300 feet wide, which will not only 
keep the Illinois river open the year 
round with a navigable channel twenty- 
four feet deep at one period of the year 
and ten feet deep at tho other period to 
New Orleans, through w’hich 3,000-ton 
vessels will pass as easily as they go 
down the St. Lawrence from Chicago, 
but it will solve tho sewer and water 
system of that city on the side of health 
and great economy. 
“Then, instead of any portion of the 
grain grown north of Chicago going 
down the St. Lawrence, as at present, 
eVery bushel raised in Michigan and 
Wisconsin, on both sides of Lake Michi­ 
gan and Lake Superior to its head (a 
distance of 900 miles), as also all grain 
raised in Minnesota, Dakota, and Mon­ 
tana, 1,000 miles farther west, will coml 
to Chicago and pass on to foreign mar­ 
kets with but one transfer, and that at 
New Orleans, and at rates not exceeding 
ten cents per bushel for all this watei 
transportation of 7,000 miles. 
“Then, after losing some grain for the 
South by the opened rivers Chicago will 
still be the great grain market of the 
world as well as the great manufactur­ 
ing and meat-packing city of this coun­ 
try, and the commercial head of the val­ 
ley of the Mississippi and complete mas­ 
ter of the great question of cheap trans­ 
portation, with more possibilities for the 
near future than any other city in mod­ 
ern times ” 


SUPREME 
COURT 
DECISIONS. 


Several Im portant Opinions by the High­ 
est Tribnnal in the Land. 
W a s h in g t o n , March 4.—The United 
States Supreme court decides that the 
Mississippi 
law 
requiring 
separate 
accommodations for whites and blacks 
on railway trains applies only to trains 
running within the State. 
The opinion 
was delivered by Justice Brewer. 
In the case of Hans against the State 
of Louisiana the court held a State 
could not without its consent be sued by 
one of its own citizens. 
The court says 
that the obligations of a State for their 
performance rests upon tho honor and 
good faith of a State unless it consents 
to be brought Into court. 
It is true 
that 
where 
property or rights are 
enjoyed under the contract made by the 
State they can not be invaded. 
While 
the State can not be judicially compelled 
to perform its contracts any attempt or 
its part to violate property or rights ac­ 
quired under contract may be judicially 
resisted, and any law Impairing these 
rights is void. 
The decision Involves 
some 812,000,000 worth of State bonds, 
which the Legislature had practically 
repudiated. 
The court, in an opinion by Justice 
Field, reversed the decision of the Su­ 
preme Court of Wisconsin in a suit 
brought by the Wisconsin Central Rail­ 
road Company, plaintiff in error,against 
Price county et a1. This is a suit in 
which the county sought to tax the 
railroad company upon Its land grant, 
the question being whether the road 
could be taxed for the land before patent 
to them was issued by the United States. 
The Supreme Court decides that where 
land is alienated from the United States 
it becomes subject to taxation, and It 
therefore holds that the land within 
the “place’’ limits of the grant was sub­ 
ject to taxation, but that the land within 
the “indemnity" limits was not liable 
to taxation until the railroad had made 
its selections and these had been ap­ 
proved.

—A surgical 
operation was performed this afternoon 
on ex-Congressman Taulbee and the ball 
located In the larynx. 
A number of 
eminent surgeons were present and after 
consultation it was decided best not to 
remove the ball. 
Taulbee was under the influence of an 
anaesthetic during the entire operation, 
which occupied nearly two hours, and 
was a very delicate and dangerous one, 
the incisions boing very deep. Surgeon 
General Hamilton, the chief surgeon in 
attendance, sav9 Taulbee’s condition is 
critical, but not necessarily fatal, unless 
ulceration sets in, In which ease tho re­ 
sult would be very grave. 
The wounded man has made 
his will 
and has also requested that in ease of 
his death no prosecution shall be made 
against Kincaid. 
He states that he is 
willing to drop the matter where it is, 
no matter what the result may he.

said the publication which finally led to 
tho shooting affray broke up his home his 
wife having brought a suit for divorce.

CHINA WILL COIN

W ashington, March 4.—Dispatches 
from Pekin, China, announce that the 
viceroy, Ll Hung Chang, has formulated 
a project which will mark a new era in 
the Chinese commercial world. 
H e has 
decided to establish a system of silver 
coinage which shall be uniform through­ 
out tho empire. Tho project is favorably 
viewed by the Prime Minister, Prince 
Chun, and has been submitted to the 
Emperor by memorial, in the usual way, 
being urged by the Viceroy, tho Prime 
Minister, and most of the influential and 
progressive men.

The patient was placed

Decide how much sleep you ought 
to have—say eight hours—and get up 
sternly when you have been in bed 
eigut hours, however long you have 
been awake. 
Increase j our air and 
exercise gradually.”

T he B lacks Are More Inclined to W edded 


Life Than th e W hites. 
Thoro were 16,500 marriages in 
Georgia during 1889, says the Mem­ 
phis Commercial. The negroes show a 
greater percentage of marriages than 
the whites, which runs their aggregate 
146 above that of the whites. 
The 
marriages of either race increase 
in number according to the density 
of population; that is, in counties 
largely white thoro are more marriages 
per thousand than in counties where 
the other race predominates, and the 
same is true of the blacks. 
A difference in favor of the country 
districts exists in matrimony. 
Among 
tho negroes in the black belt and espe­ 
cially along the coast whero they live 
upon fish and products of nature, it 
would appear as if there were not a 
fifteen-year-old female unmarried. In­ 
land tho marriages are not so many, 
but tho number koeps up surprisingly. 
In the turpentine country, where hun­ 
dreds of negroes come from North 
Carolina, the marriages would indicate 
that the whole population had gone out 
of single bliss. 
In north Georgia, 
which is tho center of the white popu­ 
lation, the marriages grow in number, 
but on a conservative basis. 
The question of increase naturally 
comes up in this connection. 
While 
the greater number of negro marriages 
does mean more births, yet the mortal­ 
ity among negro children is alarming 
and the percentage of white children 
who reach maturity is much greater. 
Atlanta leads the stato in the number 
'of marriages proportional to its popu 
lation, while Savannah lags at the 
other end.

The man who shot Nelson has heel 
discovered, through his own memoirs, 
to have been Sergt. Robert Guillemard 
He was stationed in the rigging of the 
Redoubtable and busied himself in pick­ 
ing off men on the Victory. He writes: 
“In tho stern of the Victory stood an 
officer covered with decorations, who 
had only one arm. 
From what I had 
heard of Nelson I had no doubt that it 
was he. 
As I had received no com­ 
mand to come down out of the rigging, 
and found myself forgotten in the top, 
I deemed it my duty to fire into the 
stern of the English ship, which I saw 
unprotected and quite near. 
I might 
have aimed at particular individuals but 
I preferred to fire into the separate 
groups which surrounded the different 
officers. 
All at once I perceived a 
great commotion on board the Vic­ 
tory. 
The 
people crowded around 
the officer in whom I believed I had 
recognized Lord Nelson.

The excitement among th I Victory’s 
crew confirmed me in the belief that I 
had not been deceived, and that it was 
indeed the English admiral. A moment 
later the Victory ceased firing.”

thing is that wLile at first the Browmng- 
ites Lund their work d.fficnlt and uphill, 
we find now that Browning is the pleas­ 
ure and hope even of the children.” 
Mr. Jones then introduced a class of 
young Browning students, ranging in 
age from 6 to 14 years, who recited a 
poem frcm Browning in conceit, after 
which brief “ voluntary j” from individ­ 
ual members were in order, some of 
which were as fellows: 
'Tis not what man does which enoblea 
him, but what men would do. 
“Love leads a soul to its perfection.”

Mrs. Frank Hall then contrib ated a 
vooal solo—that exquisite 
poem 
by 
El z .beth Barrett Browning, “ He giveth 
F iit o’oved sleep,” which was sang when 
all that was mortal of Robert Browning 
was laid to rest at Westminster. 
I he Rev. David Utter then read a 
short paper on ‘ The Man 
and His 
Gifts. ’ 
“Born in 1812, after sixty years of poe­ 
try the body of Browning now reposes 
amoL’g the celebrities of Westminster; 
his soul is with the immortal. Always a 
poet, he was. nevertheless, a man. His 
gifts as a poet and as a man were m any. 
A man of overflowing Kindness and love*, 
be bad a wonderful g ft cf song, of 
I thought; cf sating of imaginations. 
So 
J rival was his imaginations that he saw 
many throgs that were indiscernible to 
the ordinary mortal. So spiritual was 
bis thought that their potrayal has often 
pnzz e i na to see the trne meanmg. His 
was tie vision of the seer and bis heart 
was tuned to the lyre. He was a man in 
man’s com prend??. Iu all that he has 
life as of thought, speech and musis, 
there i «|wbioingor complainiogjonly that

At the conclusion of ibis paper, Mr. 
Jones again called for voluntary quota­

Mr. Frank Gilbert then read an essay 
on ‘Brownmg's especial charm,”

quiet i r, “ What is Browning's especial 
chara) for you?” I should reply, “ the 
heights to which he leads and the bard 
cl moiog necessary to reach those peaks.” 
Browning is never content t > point oat 
tie thought or lentiment lying on the 
surface c f his sabjeot, or within easy 
reach of the understanding. 
On the 
contrary, be seems to see in every page 
of man, nature or the supernatural, 
which he essays to read aud transcribe, a 
palimpsest, with layer on layer of in- 
son pf i ms, the least legible of them be­ 
ing precisely the 
odb which interests 
him mos*. 
With a skill and toeless as­ 
si fly which may well exoitaour especial 
wonder he deciphers the original, and 
enables bis reader to do the fame, put- 
t.Dg one on the track of 
a train of 
thong! ti which often brings with it 
the delicious sense cf discovery, diffus­ 
ing ag t w of ineffable satisfaction.”

C A O U T C H O U C . 


W here Our India R ubber Comes From —A 
Strange Tree. 
Caoutchouc, or India rubber, is the 
sap of several different plants and 
trees growing in tropical regions, ac­ 
cording to Good Housekeeping, but i9 
most largely obtained from a South 
American plant. 
It is white like the 
juice of milkweed when it exudes 
from the plant, but becomes black 
from the effects of smoke, to tbe action 
of which it is subjected in the process 
of curing. 
When it is obtained from 
trees, the sap is gathered by tapping 
the trees, after a fashion not altogether 
unlike that by which the sap is ex­ 
tracted from maple trees for making 
maple sugar. 
It is evaporated to re­ 
move the water, and then a stick or 
“bat” is dipped into it and the sap 
taken up is held for some time iu the 
smoke of a fire of nuts. 
This is re­ 
peated till the bat is loaded, when the 
caoutchouc is taken off and dried for 
shipment. 
When obtained from plants 
the fiber is macerated and the sap ex­ 
tracted by evaporation. 
The raw rub­ 
ber thus obtained has to pass through 
extended and complicated refining pro­ 
cesses after its arrival in this country 
before it is ready for the purposes 
of the manufacturer.
